The Barly Lost of Luther. 

The following touching account of the 
scene at the death of a little danghter of 
Martin Luther, we take froma little book 
of the last season, called ‘“‘ Luther’s Christ- 
mas Tree,” in which many beautifal traits 
of the great Reformer’s domestic character 
and life are displayed. Near the conclu- 
sion of the book, after having given us a 
charming picture of Luther’s enjoyment 
in the bosom of his family, the writer 
says :— 

I do not like to dim this picture, bright 
with joy and innocent delight, with the 
dark shadow of death. And yet, as life 
to all is mingled with light and shade, it 
would not be a true picture of Luther’s 
home life if we should omit a passing no- 
tice of his domestic sorrow. Nor, indeed, 
would you know the Reformer, in all the 
depth of his parental feeling, and touching 
tenderness of his nature, without this 
shade in the picture. 

Luther was called to part with Magda- 
len when she had attained the age of four- 
teen She was a most endearing child, 
and united the firmness and perseverance 
of the father, with the gentleness and del- 
icacy of the mother. When she grew 
very ill, Luther said, ‘‘ Dearly do I love 
her, but, O my God, if it be thy will to 
take her hence, I resign her to thee with- 
out @ murmur.” 

He then approached the bed, and said 
to her, ‘‘ My dear little daughter, my be- 
loved Magdalen, you would willingly re- 
main with yourearthly father ; but, if God 
calls you, you will also willingly go to your

She replied, “Yes, dear father ; it is as 
God pleases.” 

“ Dear little girl,” he exclaimed, “0, 
how I love ber! The spirit is willing but 
the flesh is weak.” 

He then took the Bible and read to her 
the passage in Isaiah: “ Thy dead men 
shall live ; together with my dead body 
shall they arise. Awake and sing, ye that 
dwell in dust, for thy dew is as the dew of 


’ herbs, and the earth shall cast out the 


dead.” 

He then said, “‘My daughter, enter 
thou into thy resting-place in peace.” 

She turned her dying eyes towards 
him, and said, with touching simplicity, 
“ Yes, father.” 

The night preceding her death, Catha- 
rine, [the mother,] worn out with watch- 
ing, reclined her head on the sick-bed and 
slept. When she awoke, she appeared 
much agitated ; and as soon as Philip Me- 
lancthon arrived, she hastened to him 
and told him her dream. 

“I saw two young men, who seemed to 
be clad in robes of light, enter the room. 
I pointed to Magdalen, who lay quietly 
sleeping, and made a sign to them not to 
disturb her ; but they said they came to 
conduct her to the bridal ceremony.” 

Melancthon was much moved, and, 


® afterwads, said to his wife, “These were 


holy angels, that Catharine saw in her 


Wee dream ; and they will conduct the virgin

to her bridal in the celestial kingdom.” 

When her last moments were near, she 
raised her eyes tenderly to her parents, 
and begged them not to weep for her.— 
“I go, said she, to my Father in heaven,” 
and a sweet smile irradiated her dying 
countenance. Luther threw himself upon 
his knees, weeping bitterly, and fervently 
prayed to Ged to spare her to them. In 
a few moments she expired in the arms of 
her father. Catharine, who was unequal to 
the task of repressing the agony of her 
sorrow, was at a little distance, perhaps 
unable to witness the last, long-drawn 
breath. When the scene was closed, Lu- 
ther repeated fervently, ‘“‘ The will of God 
be done |—yes, she has gone to her Fa- 
ther in heaven.” 

Philip Melancthon, who, with his wife, 
Was present, said, ‘‘ Parental love is an 
image of Divine love impressed on the 
men ; Set not love the be-

When the funeral took place, no body 
people were assembled to convey the body 


| to its last home, some friends said they 


sympathized with him in his affliction — 
‘ Be not sorrowful for me,” he replied, “I 
have sent a saint to heaven. O, may we 
all die such a death! Gladly would I 
accept it now.” 
_~-\Vben they began to chant, ‘‘ Lord, 
remember not our ancient sins,” Luther 
said, ‘‘ Not only our ancient, but our 
present sins.” 

To his friend, Justus Jones, he soon af- 
ter wrote the following letter :— 


September, 1542. 

“T doubtenot thou hast heard of the 
birth of my little Magdalen into the king- 
dom of Christ. My wife and I ought to 
think only of rendering thanks for her 
happy transition and peaceful end ;—-for 
by it she has escaped the power of the 
flesh, the world, the Turks and the devil ; 
yet, nature is strong, and I cannot sup- 
port this event without tears and groans, 
or, to speak more truly, without a broken 
heart. On my very soul are engraved the 
looks, the words, the gestures—during 
her life, and on the bed of death—of my 
obedient, my loving child. Even the 
death of Christ (and what are all deaths 
in comparison with that?) cannot turn 
my thoughts from her’s as it ought. She 
was, as thou knowest, lovely in her char- 
acter, and full of tenderness.” 


Thou Must Die. 


“It is appointed unto all men once to 
die.” Neither youth, nor vigor, nor piety 
nor usefulness can avert this fate. “One 
dieth in his full strength, being wholly at 
ease and quiet. His breasts are fall of milk 
and his bones are moistened with marrow. 
And another dieth in the bitterness of his 
soul and never eateth with pleasure. They 
shall lie down alike in the dust, and the 
worms shall cover them.” In the full tide 
of health, in the midst of our jocund plea- 
snres, our ambitious pursuits, our long cal- 
culations for worldly happiness, still an 
hour hung with black and covered with 
weeds is before us all. Unless we are cut 
off by a sudden stroke, each one of us, 
however unused to suffering, However onr 
vital energies may have formerly resisted 
disease, each one of us must endure pain, 
must feel the attack of our last sickness, 
must. be thrown upon a dying bed. An 
anxious pulse through all our frame shall 
beat the time to death’s approach, A 
burning fever, panting lungs, racking pains, 
shall gradually loosen the bands of life. 
Do we boast of a vigorous constitution ? 
This will only render the struggle still more 
severe. We must all endure pain enough 
to bréak the cords which hold the soul con- 
fined, and by a fearful disruption it must 
be torn from its vital seat. Whether this 
shall be by a sudden rack of pain or by 
more gradual and wasting sickness, yet the 
event is unavoidable, and we must meet it, 
But whether more gradual or sudden, it 
will require a fearful conflict to drive the 
soul from its beloved tenement ; and this 
conflict we must endure, until we can 
no longer bear it—until we faint and die. 
No degree of piety will exempt us, Our 
“fathers, where are they? and the proph- 
ets,” did “they live forever?” Thisis a 
terror to nature ; but there’ is one thing 
which can extract the sting of death, 
and support and cheer the svul under its 
approach. This is faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. This made the martyrs triumph 
and hug the stake, around which the fires 
were kindling. This, though it cannot 
repel, will render death more welcome than 
our bridal hour, Look between’ the cur- 
tains of a dyingsaint ; mark his prospects 
glistening in his uplifted eye. True, his 
feeble flesh pants and languishes ; but he 
knows that his pains will not endure for- 
ever. His weary soul shall soon rest upon 
a@ Saviour’s bosom. Go into the next 
apartment, and behold the distorted fea- 
tures of a dying sinner. He has done 
with the world; he has done with pleasure 
and health; he is trembling and tossing 
under a straggle with the king of terrors. 
O for the repose of asingle hour! But 
repose had fied. There is no more rest 
for him in this world. He issliding down 
a slippery hill into eternity; and nothing 
can check his course. O for a little rest! 
he cries. He tries one posture and then 
another, but finds no rest in either. My 
God! and is there no pillow on which he 
may rest a moment beyond the grave? Is 
there no repose for him any more through 
the ages of eternity? ‘The silver cord” 
is ““loosed,—the golden bowl” is “ bro- 
ken.” He opens his eyes among torment- 
ed ghosts. I hear himery, O to return 
to a dying bed! I would hug it as a bed 
of down; I would welcome it like heaven. 
My soul turns from the horrid scene and 
cries, “‘ Let me die the death of the right- 
eous, and let my last end be like his.”— 


Evipences FoR THE Biste.—There are 
four grand arguments for the truth of the 
Bible. The first is the miracles on record ; 
the second, the prophecies ; the third, the 
goodness of the doctrine ; the fourth, the 
moral character of the author. The mir- 
acles flow from divine power ; the prophe- 
cies from divine understanding ; the excel- 
lence of the doctrine from divine goodness ; 
and the moral character of the author 
from divine purity. Thus Christianity is 
built upon these four immovable pillars, 
the power, the understanding, the goodness, 
and the purity of God. The Bible must 
be one of these things: either an invention 
of good men or good angels ; of bad men 
or bad angels ; or a revelation from God. 
But it could not be the invention of 
men, or angels, for they neither ct am 
could make @ book telling lies, at the time, 
saying, “Thus saith the Lord,” when they 
knew it all to be their own invention : it 
could not be the invention of wicked men 
or devils, for they could not make a book 
which commands all duty, which forbids 
all sin, and which condemas their souls to 
all eternity. The conclusion is irresist- 


ible—the Bible must be given by divine 
inspiration.— Bishop Simpson.

Laying up for Children. 

Parental affection aaturally inquires, what 
it can best do for the welfare of its children 
in future years, and when the bosom which 
now throbs with leve to its offspring shall be 
cold in death. Many plans are laid,and many 
days and hours of anxious solicitude are spent 
in contriving ways and means of rendcring 
children prosperous and happy in futore life. 
But pareuts are not always wise in the provis- 
ions which they seek to make for their children; 
nor do they always seek direction and counsel 
from God in this matter. The best inheritance 
for children, beyond all contradiction, is true 
piety towards God—the salutary truths and 
principles of Religion, laid up in the hearts of 
children—a good ae and virtu- 
ous habits—unbending principles of moral con- 
dact—the fear of God, and the hope of heaven. 
This is the best inheritance for children, and 
which all parents should be most anxious to 
lay up for them. 

Many an unwise parent works hard, and 
lives sparingly all his life, for the purpose of 
leaving enough to give his children a start in 
the world, as it is called. Setting a young 
man afloat with money left him by his rela- 
tives, is like tying bladders under the arms of 
one who cannot swim ; ten chavces to one he 
will lose bie bladders, and go to the bottom. 
Teach him to swim, and he will not need the 
bladders. 

Give your child asound education. See to 
it that his morals are pure, his mind cu tivated, 
and his whole nature made subservient to the 
laws which govern man, and you have given 
what will be of more value than the wealth of 
Indies. You have given hima start which no 
misfortune can deprive him of. ‘The earlier you 
teach him to depend upon his own resources, 
and the blessing of God, the better. 


Moratity or Divorces.—Speaking one 
day of the early Romans, Mr. Webster 
said he could almost believe everything re- 
lated by historians of their extraordinary 
virtues, public and domestic, when he 
dwelt upon the fact that, though their 
laws authorized divorce, yet, for the first 
five hundred years, no individual ever 
availed himself of such license! “It was 
the domestic training,” he said “It was 
the mother who made a Publicola, a Ca- 
millus and Coriolanus. Women, protected 
by the inviolability of the nuptial bond, 
were invested with a dignity that gave au- 
thority to instruction, and made the do- 
mestic hearth the nursery of heroes. Pub- 
lic virtue,” he said, “‘ fell with private-mo- 
rality.” Under imperial Rome divorces 
were sought for and obtained upon most 
frivolous pretexts, and all domestic confi- 
dence was destroyed. Theinevitable con- 
yequence was the loss of public morality.

Bxtraordinary Destruction of an Alpine 


Village. 

The following description of the destruction, 
last year, of the Alpine village of Bezandun, 
in the province of Dauphiny, was receatly given 
by the Rev. Dr. Murton, pastor of Bordeaux» 
(Drone,) at a meeting held at Glasgow, Scot- 
land : 


Dr. his account by 
marking that village was i y 
Ferrell, the companion of a pa in 
this country that the Vaudois took refuge in 
1545-47, when three villages were sacked and 
utterly destroyed under Francis I. After the 
revocation of Nantes,a young man was mar- 
tyred. His bones were broken in —— 
his ts, and he was promised liberty and 

on if he recanted, bat he refused, died 
ander the torture. He was the last Protestant 
martyr at that time. 

The village of Bezandun was built on the 
steep slope of a hill, or rock covered with earth. 
Different from the granite io Britain, the rocks 
lay in smooth sfrata. The village thus lay on 
the smooth surface of aslanting rock. All 
the houses were built across the hill. Above 
this were the gardens aod vineyards of the 
villagers. Further up was the church. Down 
the hill there used to flow springs of water. 
These springs of water, strange to say, in con- 
sequence of the large amount of rain which 
inundated France, diminished instead of in- 
creasing, and it was found that the fountains 
were nearly dry. These owegey caused no 
surprise at the time, but after the catastrophe 
all these were remembered. 

On the 3lst of May, as a colporteur was 
passing by, his attention wasattracted by some 
strange sounds in the church. A few minutes 
afterwards the population were greatly sur- 
1. by a few slight strokes of the church 

- Immediately afterwards, in the houses 
in the village, the windows commenced to 
break, and the walls were displaced ; so that 
the doors, which were shat, could not be open- 
ed. The population ran out of their houses, 
mothers dragging their children after them, 
while the tiles, chimneys and lighter parts of 
the houses fell. From the t surprise with 
which they were struck, the people did ‘ not 
think to take any of their valuables with them. 
But they were no sooner out of their houses, 
than the roof of the church fell in ; and, amon 
other things, a bible, 240 years old, was buri 
in the rubbish, but was ultimately recovered, 
and is still preserved. Although the roof of 
the church fell in, and the church was tilted up 
yn 4 the walls did not fall for six or seveo 
days. For some days the people were at a loss 
to understand whether or not it was an earth- 
quake. About a quarter of an hour after the 
alarm commenced, a whole row of houses fell. 
It appeared that the springs of water, which 
used to flow over the surface from the summit 
of the hill, had this time flowed under ground, 
and reaching at last the rocky substratum, got 
beneath the soil on which the village stood. 

The consequence was, the soil got soaked 
and commenced to slip down the hill, with the 
village on it, in a somewhat irregular manner. 
Sometimes it seemed to be t, sometimes 
it rose in waves, which accounted for the way 
in which the church was found. The rains of 
the church and village formed an obstacle to 
the gradual slipping dowa of the soil,so0 above 
them thegrounod was slippiog. While, in the 
evening, the inbabitants were going about 
their vocations as usual, in the morning there 
was nothing to be seen of the village—it had 
disappeared It appeared as if the earth had 
swallowed up the village, but as the soil grad- 
ually continued to slip down, the village came 
again into sight. ‘The relative position of 
many of the bouses was completely changed. 
For instance, two houses situated, the one out 
of the village, and the other at the other end, 
were found after the catastrophe close togeth- 
er ; and, strange to say, the proprietors of both 
houses were at law with one another ! 


A Dying Mother's Love. 
The plague broke out in a little Italian 
village. In one house the children were 
taken first; the parents watched over 


| them, but only caught the disease which 


The 
whole family died. On the opposite side 
of the way lived the family of a laborer, 
who was absent the whole week, only 
coming home Saturday nights to bring 
his scanty earnings. His wife felt herself 
attacked by the fever in the night; in the 
morning she was worse, and before night 
the plague-spot showed itself. She thought 
of the terrible fate of her neighbors. She 
knew she must die, but as she looked upon 
her dear little boys, she resolved not to 
communicate death to them She had 
before locked the little children in the 
room, and snatched her bed-clothes, lest 
they should keep the contagion, and left 
the house. She even denied herself the 
sad pleasure of a last embrace. O, think 
of the herdism that enabled her to conquer 
her feelings, and all she loved, to die! 
Her eldest child saw her from the window. 
“Good-bye, mother,” said he, with his 
tenderest tone, for he wondered why his 
mother had left him sostrangely. ‘“‘Good- 
bye, mother,” repeated the youngest child, 
stretching his little hand out of the win- 
dow.

England and the United States. 


All asperities between the United 
States and Great Britain seem, at the 
present moment, to becompletely swept 
away. The nations vie with one another 
in mutual courtesies. The Enlistment 
trouble is never thought of; the dismissal 
of Mr. Crampton and the consuls is for- 
gotten, if not forgiven; Mr. Mahan’s yel- 
low waistcoat no longer offends in St. 
James’s Palace; the Georgia “Railways 
and Revolvers” story is discredited by the 
Times, even in spite of Mr. Arrowsmith’s 
“good character,” and his persistent reite- 
ration of his marvellous narrative; Ame- 
rican political suggestions to the Paris 
conferences are received with marked re- 
spect, and astrong English party advo- 
}cates Mr. Marcy’s proposition in regard 
to the exemption of private property, on 
land and on sea, from injury in time of 
war. Since its editor, Mr. Delane, has 
been in this country, the Z%mesis not only 
much better informed, but much better 
tempered, in regard to the United States, 
and the other journals, taking their cue 
from it, seem disposed to be very friendly 
and entirely just to our country and our 
people. The first steps have been taken 
towards the construction of a transatlantic 
telegraph, and both nations are rejoicing 
over the prospect that in a few months; 
their dominions will be brought into in- 
stantaneous communication by the magi- 
cal electric wires. 

It was a piece of the happiest fortune 
that, at this particular juncture, when 
England is most civil towards the United 
States, and most disposed to forget past 
differences, the rescued Discovery barque 
Resolute, purchased from her salvors by 
the United States government, and refitted 
to be presented again to the government 
of Great Britain, should arrive in English 
waters. No one can read the account of 
the visit of Queen Victoria to the Reso- 
lute, without a thrill of pride in his coun- 
try, and a feeling of satisfaction with the 
English appreciation of the act which that 
visit celebrated. The restoration of the 
Resolute to Great Britian isa fact that 
stands almost alone in history. It has 
nothing to do with politics, and diplomacy 
never laid its hard hand upon it, or put 
pen to a to freeze it into a chilling 
piece of formal compliment. No Presi- 
dent’s message ever recommended it, and 
no committees in Congress sat upon it, and 
deliberated upon its possible effects upon 
our relations with Great Britain. A gen- 
erous-hearted gentleman in the U. S. Sen- 
ate proposed it, and at the instant all past 
quarrels were lost sight of; North and 
South forgot their differences; the beauty 
and the fitness of the proposition pleased 
all, and it passed without delay. In like 
manner it went through the House of 
Representatives, at the close of one of the 
most angry and discordant sessions ever 
known. The People’s representatives 
thus did all they could do, and the Presi- 
dent promptly gave his official assent to 
the act. Jhe Navy Department did its 
share of the work with the utmost expe- 
dition, and, in the true spirit that suggest- 
ed the deed, carried it out with extreme 
nicety, and with a delicacy in all the de- 
tails which has even touched the hard 
heart of John Bull. 

Even the frigid atmosphere of the Eng- 
lish court has been attempered by the fulfil- 
ment of this extraordinary act of national 
kindness. The iron bars that shut in royal- 
ty from vulgar contact have been thrown 
down, and Queen Victoria, accompanied 
by her husband and several of her royal 
children, has gone to Portsmoath, visited 
the rescued barque, listened to a speech 
from a Yankee naval officer, and responded 
to it in the brief, womanly words—‘“I 
THANK Yoo, Sir.” If she had beena man, 
and an orator, she might have made a lon- 
ger speech ; bat being a woman, and placed 
in circumstances wholly without a parallel, 
and having her heart, uo doubt, full of 
emotion with the contemplation of the ship, 
its furniture, the strange events of its his- 
tory, and the unusual act of national civility 
that prompted its presentation to her, she 
could only utter a tow words. But she 
could not have chosen four more expressive 
and eloquent words, and they do her as 
much credit as would an oration prepared 
and delivered with all the pomp and flour- 
ish of the Woman’s Rights school of ora- 


tory. 

The restoration of the Resolute is one 
of the most graceful courtesies ever offered 
by one nation to another. There is more 
of true chivalry in it than in any event 
connected with the intercourse of this coun- 
try and Great Britain, since we had a sep- 
arate existence. Tendered by the freest 
and the greatest republic to the freest 
and greatest monarchy on earth, there is 
a peculiar beauty in the act which cannot 
fail to be recognized whenever any degree 
of sentiment is suffered toexist amid the 
cold conventionalities of diplomacy and 
politics. We rejoice to find that the cour- 
tesy is received by England in the spirit 
in which it is was offered, and that her 
sovereign, her people, and her press unite 
in offering civilities of a wholly unpreceden- 
ted character tothe gallant gentleman, 
and his associates in the navy, who had the 
good fortune to be chosen for this delicate 
and extraordinary mission.’ We trust that 
nothing may ever occur to disturb the 
harmony so happily illustrated by the 
events in Portsmouth harbor.—Phiadel- 
phia Bulletin. 

Boytye anp Coat.—In the 
city of London coal is sent to consumers 
in sacks containing one hundred pounds 
each. These are loaded on large carts, 
drawn by enormous horses, with scales and 
weight to each cart, and if desired by the 
purchaser, the sack is weighed by the 
driver. When the honesty of the coal 
merchant and the integrity of the driver 
is well established, the weighing of the 
sack is seldom required. And in the pur- 
chase of a cart-load of sacks, some 
orfour of them promiscuously are tested 
by the scales, and if found correct, the 
weighing of the remainder of the load is 
dispensed with.

What is Respectable Society? 


We heard a man, otherwise intelligent 
enough, lately sneer at another, “because,” 
said he, “one never meets him in respecta- 
ble society !” The speaker did not mean, 
however, that the person he affected to | 
look down upon, was immoral, but merely 
that his circle of intimates were not com- 
posed of the fashionable or rich. 

This notion of what constitutes 
able society is quite a favorite one with 
that class of individuals whom Thackeray 
has so significantly called “shobs.” Empty 
pretence always makes its own charac- 
teristics a standard, by which it strives to 
measure others’ respectability. Among the 
proud, narrow-minded, effete nobility of 
the Faubourg St. Germain, respectability 
depends upon being descendants from an- 
cestors who have married their cousins for 
sO many centuries, that neither muscles nor 
brainsare left any longer to degenerate 
descendants. With. the dandy officers 
who constitute a considerable portion of 
the American Navy, respectability consists 
in having sponged on “Umcle Sam,” in 
wearing gilt buttons, and in jilting tailors. 
Every concgited fool thinks himself. in 
like way, the only man really weighty, 
the only person who is respectable, 

But true respectability depends on no 
such adventitious circumstances, To be 
respectable is to be worthy of respect ; 
and he deserves respect who has most vir- - 
tue, The ‘humblest man who bravely 
does his duty, is more worthy of respect, 
is more truly respectable, than the covet- 
ous millionaire among his money bags, or 
the arrogant monarch upon his throne. 
The fine lady who back-bites her neighbor, 
is less worthy of respect than an honest 
wash-woman. The profligate noble, though 
he may wear a dozen orders at his button- 
hole, is not often really as respectable as 
the shoe-black who cleans his boots. That 
which is called “the world” exalts the one 
and despises the other, but it does not 
make them respectable according to the 
real meaniug of that word. Their respect- 
ability is but a hollow sham, as they them- 
selves frequently feel; and those who wor- 
ship them bow down to a Fetish, a thing 
of feathers and tinsel. The selfish, idle 
drone, who wastes life in his own gratifica- 
tion, and dissipates the fortune of his pro- 
geny, is not and cannot be respectable ; 
but the hard-working, self-denying father, 
who wears out his life to bring up his chil- 
dren, is, even though but a day laborer. 
Nothing can make Dives fit to lie on 
Abraham’s bosom, while Lazarus is wel- 
comed there, even with the sores the dogs 
have licked. | 
This false view of life, which would 
measure respectability by a conventional 
standard, is totally at variance with our 
republican institutions. It creates an 
imperium im imperio,—for while the law 
declares all citizens equal, it erects a social 
standard which endeavors to ignore that 
great trath. The coarse, brutish, knavish, 
profligate criminal—in short, all who fall 
short of their duty to themselves and their 
fellow men—are those who are not “re- 
spectable;” and this, whether they are rich 
or poor. While those who live honestly, 
and strive to do what good they can, con- 
stitute in reality the respectable class, ir- 
respective ofthe fact whether they eat 
with silwer forks or steel ones.

longer wanted here. A complete revolution 
has taken place in regard to the responsibility 
of men in office. Our local offices are generally 
filled by men of a different class from those who 
formerly occupied them. Not many years 
since the highest municipal officers in different 
citivs of the State, were not unfrequently men 
who had the boldness to appear on the public 
streets with courtezans. Men of character now 
fill these places. ‘The municipal officers of San 
Francisco will compare favorably with tlose 
ef any city iv the Union. Would that it had 
beev so from the first, and we should now have 
possessed a whole heritage, instead of being 
ruinously in debt. The bowie-knife and pistol 
men who pushed their way into offices in the 
interior towns bave generally given way toa 
better class of men. 
The improved sentiment of the State is also 
particularly shown just now in the general de- 
mand expressed that the Legislature shall pass 
a law protecting the Sabbath. We know that 
this partly comes from the fact that men have 
grown uneasy of incessant work, and are con- 
vinced that in a business point of view, it is 
better to regard a day ofrest. But this is not 
all. There is in men a sense of the degradation 
that ensues from breaking down the institution 
which signalizes us as a christian people—a con- 
sciousness of an injury sustained that wealth 
cannot repair—a conviction that the Sabbath 
is needed to save us from barbarism. We have 
conversed with hundreds of merchants and 
miners, who exhibited a hopeful sensibility, not 
to say conscience, upon this subject. We have 
found the desire universal among them to aban- 
don. Sabbath business if they can be protected 
by a law operating uniformly, and persons who 
have circulated petitions to be sent to the Leg- 
islature inform us that they meet with scarcely 

any objection, and no opposition. In all parts 
of the State where any one has taken pains to 
circulate them, they have been signed most 
freely. And we will do our legislators the jus- 
tice to believe that they have no more wis 
than motive to thwart, in this great thing, the 
wishes of the State. 

Schools and Churches are making decided 
advaneement. Some of the mountain towns, 
like Nevada and Grass Valley, have built or 
are building large, commodious and beautiful 
buildings for their common schools. The 
churches do not exist in vain. Those who 
know avything of the power of the religious 
element, will not charge that the money ex- 
pended in planting churches here has been 
thrown away. The Methodist Church expgnds 
$10,000 a year in this State, besides the vastly 
larger amount raised on the ground for church 


consciences of many excellent Christians. If 
raffling be pursued outside of the church, the 
offender is liable to prosecution. The end does 
not justify bad means. To many minds it is 
peculiarly injurious. It tempts them to try 
fickle fortune in other ways and other places. 
It is as infectious almost among children as 
going to the circus. It always creates scandal 
and reproach. It thus injures the cause which 
men are thereby attempting to subserve. Let 
Christians be sure that they are inflicting an 
injury thus upon religion. Men are not casu- 
ists enough to discover, especially when their 
inclination favors their dullness, why rafiling 
at a church fair for the chances between a gold 
ring and a piece of cake only, is not exactly 
upon the same principle as raffling anywhere 
else for the chances between a prize and a 
blank. When there are legitimate employ- 
ments enough, in themselves lawful and good, 
it is certainly far better to avoid “even the 
appearance of evil.” 

As for dancing, it is good, if you please, 
in the social circle; it may be good for the 
school; but the turning a fair intoa ball for the 
sake of increasing its attractions and augment- 
ing its gains—we are not far enough up with 
the times and the place to appreciate its pro- 
priety. There would be no violent transition 
from the room appropriatsly used as a fair to 
& prayer room where men are urged to repent- 
ance. But to clear away the furniture of the 
ball-room, hard by the church, and banish the 
musicians, their lively straios dying away as 
their feet leave the door, and in that same spot 
to sing the melodies of Christian worship with 
appropriate feelings, would be, we fancy, difii- 
cult indeed. 

Then let no such aliiance be found with un- 
lawful business, nor with amusements incom- 
patible with religion, nor with institutions 
such as the theatre, that are confessed to be 
more schools of vice than of virtue, whatever 
they are capable of being made. If the insti- 
tutions of Christ cannot be sustained in the 
spirit of Christ, then let them godown. Let 
the type of religion that comes up on this coast 
be genial but pure, not bigoted but uncompro- 
mising of priociple. It is no compliment to 
our Christian ladies if they cannot attract and 
accomplish their noble ends of benevolence 
without questiosable resorts: it is far from 
complimentary to our sublime and heavenly 
religion, if it cannot gain footing and eminence 
here without pandering and complicity. It is 
not so. This is a liberal people, and men ap- 
peal not in vain when they move the conscience 
or touch a single string of the heart. 

But some will ask, Why refuse,to accept the 
generosity of the proprietors of theatres? Cer- 
tainly it need not be refused. But if their ob.

When men 
have built ap a good business here, they cannot 
without loss break up and begin anew else- 
where. Besides, we become interested in the 
society in which we are cast, and appreciative 
of the natural beauties and advantages of the 
country. Welet go our hold, meantime, grad- 
ually, upon other places. Were the people of 
the State asked to day individually, what place 
they would prefer doing for and benefiting, a 


Church, instead of asking the Church to pat- 
ronize them and bestow its approval upon their 
institution. This acceptance of benefits seals 
up the teachers in the Church against any con. 
demnation of the theatre or of the iniquities 
which are connected with it. If the Church 
must thus strike hands with the theatre in order 
to live, then let it go down; for it is shorn of 
its moral strength, its beauty tarnished, its fine 
gold- dimmed, when it places itself where it 
must be an apologist for an institution that dis- 
regards the Sabbath, violates social virtues, 
teaches false lessons with terrible power, and 
is almost always a hot bed of corruption— 
close by the dram shop and tbe house of the 
destroyer. For the honor of religion—for the 
sake of the purity and power of the Churches, 
we hope that these evils, of which we have 
spoken, will be abated.

A few months since, the Presbyterian (O. 8.) of 
Philadelphia, published communication from 
a clergyman of this city, Rev. Dr. Scott, in 
which an attack was made upon this paper, and 
severe reflections cast upon its editor, and upon 
the course of a very large majority of the in-

Francisco, including the entire mexabership 
and the undivided congregations of some Pres- 
byterian and Congregational Churches. The 
New York Observer gave currency te the views 
presented, by publishing a part of the letter. 

A reply was immediately returned to the 
Presbyterian, which carried with it the concur- 
rence of the large body of our citizens, as rep- 
resenting their view of the facts at issue. It 

was known to represent the views of nearly 
every minister in the State, including some of 
the branch of our Church to which the Presby- 
terian belongs. But the Presbyterian declines 
to publish thereply. The New York Evangelist 
pursued a very differentcourse. it admitted a 
letter from Dr. Scott, giving full and free ex- 
pression to his own sentiments, adverse to those 
of its editors, and in reply, not to an attack 
upon himself, but to a communication where 
he was but casually named. This was right 
and courteous. But in the Philadelphia Pres- 
byterian, Dr. Scott is allowed to make most 
serious charges against this paper and its editor» 
and what is of a thousand more consequence, 
against the great majority of our best citizens 
and church members, including his own Charch, 
in an article which he went a great distance to 
publish, and which occasicned a general out- 
burst of indignation on its reception bere, and 
yet we are denied the privilege of replying in 
the paper which has spread those charges 
over a large portion of the Union. 

Is this fair? Is it right? Is it courteous 
and generous to publish grievous charges 
against a body of Christian men, and even to 
single out an individual and make him the sub- 
ject of a special attack, and when a reply is 
offered, calm in reasoniug, aod temperate in 
language, though strong in facts, and carrying 
as its affirmation the convictions and asseut of 
nearly the entire community, cognizant of the 
matter, to refuse altogether to publish it? We 
appeal to our brethren whether we are not 
right in making the charge of unfairness. We 
ask our friends of the Evangelist, we ask the 
Independent and the Congregationalist and the 
Puritan Recorder and the Central Herald, if 
this is esteemed courtesy on yoar side of the 
mountains? Is this the comity that has ob- 
tained in your part of the Christian world? 
It may seem a small thing that a few Churches 
on this outpost of our civilization, that a city 
once overrun with criminals escaped from every 
land, that humble individuals without titled 
name, who chanced to be defenders of a 
popular movement most necessary aod most 
beneficent, should be charged with crimes 
of bloody hue ; and yet it is not a small thing 
that the editors of a Christain press should 
throw open their columns to the charges, and 
utterly refuse place for their refutation in the 
larger Christian world, where they have circu- 
lated them. Our very dependence upon such 
justice furnishes a reason why it should be ac 
corded. 


Home Religious News. 

Srockron.—Aop unusual degree of religious 
interest has prevailed in the different churches 
in Stockton for several months.

I have 
baptised twenty who have obtained hope ; two 
on last Sabbath and there aré now three more 
The converts manifest a strong desire to ac- 
quire a thorough knowledge of the word of 
God. A number of others exhibit a deep feel- 
ing upon the subject of religion. The work 
seems to be very general, and I hope it may 
more and more extend through the city. It is

Jaoxson, the shire-town of Amador county, 
appears in all respects, but one, to be in a 


flourishing condition, and a good place to he 


chosen as a mountain home. It lies among 
gently rolling hills, three miles north of Mo- 
kelumoe river, in an elevated region, and com- 
mands 4 fine prospect, with good air and water, 
and is easy of access by public roads from the 
great farming valleys below. A small stream 
of water flows through it, now to be pereonial 
on account of ditches coming into it above. 
Along the sides of this stream are pleasant 
flats of admirable soil for gardens, while the 
country around generally is good for cereals. 
Fruits here grow to perfection. The mining 
in the region is very extensive, and of a char- 
acter not to be exhausted in years. To the 
south are iselated hills,a hundred and more 
feet high, level along their summits, and which 
are found composed of quartz gravel that 
yields good returns to -those who can work it 
advantageously. As no ditches can be car- 
ried on to these hills, the richest portions are 
drifted near the summit, run out in cars, and 
then slid down in dirt sacks in reach of the 
‘ditches at the foot of the hills, and sluiced off, 
returning good wages. By this slow process 
many are acquiring riches in a manner so grad" 
ual, that before they have secured the “ pile” 
with which they had hoped to leave the coun- 
try to spend their days in luxurious ease in the 
Atlantic States, behold, they have come to 
love and choose this land as a home for life. 
Thus do the disappointments, and trials, and 
hardships of California ultimately result in 
the greatest of blessings to the country gener- 
ally, and to the individuals themselves. 
Between the hills, the wide flats also, espe- 
cially to the south, yield a fair return to those 
engaged io sluiciog, and though worked over 
two or three times, yet are profitable to work 
over again. To the north, also, are fair sur- 
face diggings, while moderate ravine diggings 
extend up the stream to the east. Quartz 
leads certainly exist in the vicinity, but none 
are worked within a distance of a mile anda 
half either to the north or south. On the 
south a good lead is worked,and is estimated 
to yield some forty dollars to the ton. In this 
lead are sometimes found rich pockets of de- 
composed quartz rock, which yield very 
large returos. ‘Three such pockets have been 
struck, the last the week before we visited the 
place. One blast of powder opened and threw 
out a loose mass of such gold-bearing materi- 
al, from which three thousand dollars were 
cleaned in one afternoon. Three men, Harris 
and two associates, are owners of the claim. 


The town consists of six or seven hundred 
inbabitants, and in the southern part, it is well 
built up with pleasant dwellings, and substan- 
tial business houses, but towards the north it 
gradually tapers off into the very fag-end of 
christevdom. There are here some sixty Amer- 
ican families. They have a goed public school, 
and give the worthy teachers a salary of one 
hundred and twenty dollars a month. The 
Sons of ‘emperance have a flourishing Divis- 
ion. The Odd Fellows and Masons have or- 
ganizations. A pleasant Lyceum exists daring 
the winter, and appears to awaken a good de- 
gree of interest. A Sunday school is regular- 
ly gathered every Sunday morning in the 
school-house, and it appears to us to be one of 
the most interesting that we have visited in 
the mountains. 

But the exception which we take to the 
character of this place, is one, indeed, which 
must too commonly be made in the mountains ; 
a neglect of public worship where it is estab- 
lished, and sometimes under the plea that it is 
not “fashionable” to attend church. Now, 
“« whatsoever things are true, whatsoever things 
are honest, whatsoever things are just, what- 
svever things are pure, whatsoever things are 
lovely, whatsoever things are of good report; 


‘if there be any virtue, and if there be any 


praise,” all are ultimately associated with the 
public worship of the true God and the preach- 
ing of the Gospel of Jesus Christ. It calls 
the intellect into action, awakens the con- 
science, quickens the sensibilities, improves the 
judgment, refines the taste, and envobles the 
whole being. It draws the people together to 
know and esteem each other; checks degra 

ding selfishness; enlarges the sympathies of 
men ; gives life to the benevolent emotions ; and 
purifies the social sensibilities of human na- 
ture. It teaches man to live for something 
higher than the objects of the brute creation, 
higher than merely to exist, eat. drink, sleep, 
clothe, warm, and die. Man, with a moral and 
insellectual nature, and with a soul to live for- 
ever, should realize himself to be a member of 
a vast family, with every human being his 
brother, and the great God above his Father. 
Then, in the gathering together a portion of 
that family of brothers and sistersin the im- 
mediate presence of their blessed Parent, en- 
gaged in holy worship, in the examination of 
the most important truths, and in the exercise 
of the proper emotions most naturally awaken 

ed by sacha union, there is surely found that 
whieh is most exactly adapted to result in the 
highest good of the individual, and of society, 
promoting the whole intellectual, moral, social 
and esthetic nature of man. Now everything 
good and right ought to be fashionable, and 
nothing else ever ought to be. Hence attend- 
ance upon the worsoip of God ought to be su- 
premely fashionable, reputable, and honorable. 
We earnestly advise all to attend upon divine 
worship : the decent and reputable, because it 
befits them; those who desire to be such, in 
order that they may become so.; and any others 
thot they may have desires for excellent things 
awakened within them. 

O.inton.—Eight miles east of Jackson 
takes one up a gradually rising region to this 
new town situated among high hills between 
the north and south forks of the Jackson creek. 
For four years this has been known as a place 
of rich surface diggings, but the want of wa- 
ter rendered them almost useless. The com- 
pletion of a good ditch within the past year 
has led a large number to locate themselves 
bere to work the mines. Sixteen or eigh'een 
families with pleasant dwellings, give the town 
ap attractive appearance. Water has been 
running only a few days in the ditch, on ac- 
count of the freezing weather in the high 
mountains where the ditch commences ; hence, 
money we found scarcely existed in the place, 
and the certainty of large returns from their 
mining remained to be demonstrated. 

A school with nine scholars has ween com- 
menced as a private enterprise, and there is 
some prospect that public worship will be 
maintained. 

Ping Grove.—Two miles farther, one passes 
through a sinall settlement of scattered dwell- 
ings among the primitive trees. It is well 
named Pine Grove, and it may become an im- 
portant place. They have a Post-ollice, and a 
good day-school and school-house. Some four- 
teen families reside within a distance of a mile 
and a half, sufficient to constitute a good soci- | 
ety if they are united upon good objects. 
Three miles farther and the stage stops at Vol- 
eano, the highest town among the moun- 
tains in this section of the mines, a large, thriv- 
ing place of about two hundred families.

Dr. Livingtone, the African Explorer. 

For the most extensive researches and won- 
derful discoveries in the interior of Africa, the 
world is indebted to the almost superhumep 
efforts and endurance of an English mission- 
ary, Dr. Livingstone, who has been received in 
London with great bonor by the Geographical 
Society, and by crowds of citizens. In the in- 
terior of that injured country a profitable com- 
merce and hospitable intercouse are to spring 
up with tribes more peaceful and intelligent 
than those of the coast, whom the cupidity of 
men has provoked to constant warfare for the 


capture of slaves.. 
The English correspondent of the Congre- 
gationalist thus speaks of him and his labors : 
“ For sixteen long and tiresome years has 
this devoted man been prosecuting his enter- 
prising journeys into the hitberto unexplored 
territories of the Continent of Africa He 
bas been permitted to accom lish what many 
have attempted, but what all hitherto failed to 
achieve; and now, after an absence of the 
greater part of twenty years, he has been per- 
mitted, through the care of a merciful Provi- 
dence, to return to speak of what he has done, 
and of what remains for others todo. He has 
traversed eleven thousand miles of entirely new 
country ; he has been where the foot of white 
man never trod before; be has encountered 
savage men and savage beasts; he has lived 
with barbarous tribes until he bad forgotten 
his native tongue; he had to endure perils of 
sickness to a fearful extent, having been strick- 
en down by the terrible fever of the country 
more than thirty times. In brief, what the 
doctor has been permitted to accomplish, may 
be thus described :—Starting on the lst of 
June, 1849, from a station 200 miles north of 
the Kuraman, he went, accompanied by Messrs. 
Oswald and Murray, in quest of the “ oft-re- 
ported lake beyond the desert.” They suffered 
much from thirst, but at length their perse- 
verance was rewarded by the discovery of the 
majestic lake Ngami. An account of his jour- 
ney has already long ago appeared. In 1850, 
a second journey was projected, ia which Mrs. 
‘Livingstone accompanied her husband, as did 
also Sechele, chief of a friendly tribe of natives. 
The fearful prevalence of fever frustrated this 
expedition, and they were compeiled to return. 
n September, 1851, Dr. Livingstone, and 
one of his former companions, set out once 
more, and this time succeeded in penetrating 
far into the interior. Here they began to find 
numerous and powerfal tribes, far advanced in 
civilization—that is, by comparison witb those 
nearer the coast. ‘They understand the use of 
iron, possess much ore, aod of good quality, 
are able to extract the metal from the ore, and 
are excellent smiths. Other tribes areffamous 
for their skillin pottery. A fourth journey was 
undertaken with a view to discover, if possible, 
more elevated ground, which might be suitable 
to European constitutions,in order to take 
ession of so interesting a field for mission- 
ary labor. The country, so far from being the 
“arid waste” it has solong been supposed, is 
exactly at the other extreme. It is watered 
by large rivers, and is so subject to inundation 
as to be quite unsuited, in the low grounds, to 
residence for Europeans. {t was also desired 
to find a route to the coast in order to estah- 
lish communications with the civilized world 
without ; and with these objects in view, the 
enterprising traveller set out once more. He 
departed on this great undertaking on the 8th 
of June, 1852, and finally succeeded, after un- 
heard of hardships, and risk of health, in 
reaching the west coast of Africa, about 20 
degrees north of the Cape. Here his exhaust- 
ed nature seemed about to sink, but once more 
rallying, under the kind attentiuns of the Por- 
tuguese authorities at St. Paul de Loanda, be 
again set off, and traversed the whole conti- 
nent, finally reaching the eastern coast on the 
26tb of May in thepresent year. Thence he 
journeyed to England to rejoin his wife and 
children, whom he had dispatched to his 
native country previous to undertaking this 
last hazardous journey. His arrival here 
marks an epoch in the missionary enterprisc, 
but for the moment all interest centre in the 
man. Dr. Livingstone is the son-in-law of 
Robert Moffatt, the African mission In 
personal he is described as hardly 
reaching the middle height, sinewy, and robust 
of frame; his face is furrowed through hard- 
ships, and is alraost black from exposure to 
the sun ; his is about forty. rom his 
long disuse of his native tongue, it is a singu- 
lar fact, that when the occasion to resume it 
at length arrived, the Doctor was completely 
at a loss, and even yet, it is said, he has a pe- 
culiar accent, and occasionally inverts his sen- 
tences as if embarrassed with the idiom of a 
strange language.” 


New York Correspondence. 
New York, February 5th, 1857. 

Mussrs. Eprrors :—The cold weather that 
has laid an embargo on the city and country 
alike, fur the past few weeks, has been succeed- 
ed by a partial thaw. The snow bas been con- 
verted into slosh, and in most places is not 
now much over knee-deep, se we are beginning 
to feel quite comfortable. 

The weather was very cold for the last 
month throughout the whole country. Much 
damage has been done tothe shipping on our 
coast. Many persons have been frozen to 
death in various parts of the country. 

Business here is now beginning to revive, 
and a glorious harvest is expected in the ensu. 
ing spring. The great topic of conversation 
in every department business, in every private 
circle and in every family, is the fearful murder 
of Dr. Burdell in his own house in Bond street. 
You will see in the papers a full account of 
the terrible deed, so far as brought to light.— 
He was buried yesterday. No clue has yet 
been obtained of his murderer. Great excite- 
ment prevails throughout the city,—many are 
beginning to diseuss the necessity of a Vigil- 
ance Committeg here, just to let men know how 
easy it is to purify a city if there is a will to 
do so. It is getting to be unsafe for any one 
to walk the streets of New York at a late 
hour at night. 

ln the political world, there is little of very 
great moment. The Hon. Preston King, Re, 
publican, has been elected to the U. 8. Senate 
from New York, for six years. 

Mr. Buchanan is not yet committed in re 
gard to his Cabinet. It is very difficult to 
predict what will be his foreign or domestic 
policy. 

The treaty with Central America has failed, 
I learn by this morning’s papers. ‘The House 
of Representatives killed it. 

Walker seems in a ,tight place. His fate 
will be decided soon if it is not decided already. 

From Mexico we learn that there are some 
serious outbreaks against the rulers at Puebla. 

From Europe we have late advices. The 
Prusso-Swiss question seems to have been am- 
icably settled. The difficulty between Eng- 
land and Persia is being adjusted. Italy is in 
a ferment; Florence in trouble ; and the Sar- 
dinian States are nearly ready to. plunte into 
civil war. In France and England, all is quiet 
as usual. The money market there is easy, and 
money abundant. Yours,

Feb. 24, 1857. 

Messrs. Eprrors :—You not long since ex- 
pressed a desire that I would send, weekly, a 
commusication of news items for publication 
in the Pacific. In complying with this request 
there are, at least, two things which might be 
obstacles in they way of writing articles for 
your paper which would be valuable and ac- 
ceptable. One is—itis but a short time since 
I became a resident of California, and was 
first numbered among her citizens, and conse 
quently what to me would be new and interest- 
ing might to older Californians appear old, aud 
scarcely worthy of notice. The other objec- 
tion is—in confining myself to occurrences of 
this city, my communications may be of minor 
value, since what to citizens of our own town 
would be regared as of importance might excite 
little interest in other portions of this great 
State. - 
The observance of the Sabbath is a subject 
in which every citizen of California is concern- 
ed. I see by the reports from the capitol that 
this matter has been brought before our Legis- 
lature in the shape of petitions from different 
parts of the country. 
A petition for a Sunday law, to be submit- 
ted to the Legislature, was being circulated in 
this city yestertay, and was favorably receiv- 
ed and readily signed by the majority of our 
influential citizens. A Sunday law passed 
by our “ City Fathers” has been in force in 
this city for more than a year past. This law 
obliges all stores to be closed after the bour of 
9 o'clock a.m. It has worked well. ‘There 
have been but few occasions of its being disre- 
garded, and those guilty of this offence receiv- 
ed their deserts, and have been a warning to 
others. 
Our citizens may well congratulate them- 
selves in having so large a part of the Sabbath 
undisturbed by the“ din of business ;” but the 
time bas arrived when all its holy hours, not 
only in this city but throughout this entire gol- 
den land, should be held sacred according to 
the law of Him to whom we as a Christian na- 
tion profess to have respect. But is it nota 
shame and a disgrace that there should be any 
need for our Legislature to pass a lay that cit- 
izeos of this State, shall observe the Sabbath 
by refraining from transacting business on that 
day? Surely if we, the people of a Christian 
land have come to this, we should, while send- 
ing men abroad into foreign lands to disciple 
all nations unto Christ, remember the poor, 
wretched, blind state of those of our own num- 
ber, who have failen so low as to disregard that 
simple, yet highly important, command ;—* Re- 
member the Sabbath day to keep it~ bholy.”— 
O ye ministers of the Most High “that preach 
good tidings, that publish peage,” lift up your 
voice like a tgumpet and show this people their 
sins, lest a worse evil come upon us than any 
which this land has yet witnessed ! 

There is about to bean addition to the Tri- 
umvirate Editorial corps of this city. Col. L. 
W. Ransom, formerly editor and proprietor of 
the Herald of this place, intends to start a new 
paper. It is to bea weekly juornal of eight 
royal octavo pages, devoted to the subject of 
Spiritualism! Alas! every age has its follies, 
and every folly its advocates! The editor an- 
ticipates large success in his new enterprise. 
We shall see. 

The Rev. Dr. Scott of your city arrived in 
this place this afternoon. He is to lecture be- 
fore the “Marysville Library Association,” 
this evening ; subject, “Mount Sinai, Arabia 
and the Arabs.” 

We have been having delightlally pleasent 
weather for some days past, but all the fore 
part of this day the wind blew strongly from 
the South, and finally commenced raining, and 
will make it quite unpleasant for the Dr.’s au- 
dience this evening.

Sreamsuir Gare, 
150 miles from Panama, Fes. 2d, 1857. 


Dear Pacirtc : A canoe might have made our 
passage to Panama in safety. Without wind, 
without sea, without heat even, and without ac- 
cident, we have pleasantly accomplished our 
voyage. Where we expected storms we have 
had only the gentle swells of storms gone by. 
Where we expected sweltering heat, we have 
been refreshed with cooling breezes. Where 
we expected sickness, health has prevailed, 
both fore and aft. Even one heavy shower this 
morning cooled the air and made its music on 
our decks. Acapulco detained us but six 
hours, though we were one-half day longer in 
reaching it than we anticipated. But we have 
thas far escaped the loathsome disease that 
was raging all around us. Wisely the passen- 
gers were not permitted to go ashore. 

One great luxury we have missed : we have 
bad no ice. Perhaps, however, we have been 
in better health than the free use of it would 
have permitted. Moreover, as if to com pen- 
sate for the want, a kind Providence has sent 
the shading cloud, the refreshing breeze, and 
the cooling shower. 

Nothing could have exceeded the comforts 
of the whole trip. Our munificent ship has 
been kept and furnished in a manher worthy of 
her fame. Our company, though strongly po- 
litical, has been quiet, courteous and sober ; 
none more so than our Senator and our Senator 
elect. Noone has trod upon another's toes, 
No one has put himself iu another's way. No 
bickerings nor heari-burnings have been visible 
No quarreling; vor immortalities have dis- 
turbed our peace. Every Sabbath we have 
had public worship, the effect of which has 
been visible in the unusual stillness of the adults 
and children, and in the non-appearauce of 
cards both day and evening. Every evening 
latterly we have had music by a company of 
ladies and gentlemen, whose songs float sweet- 
ly over the waters, radiant with moonlight. 
Especially have we been indebted to two mem- 
bers of the Philharmonic Society of Sacra 
mento, whose fine voices have contributed 
largely to our pleasure during these lovely 
nights. The wide sea in the tropics, and be. 
neath the silver moon, is the home of harmony 
as well as beauty. 

But our happiness has not been uninter- 
rupted. Once, tears mingled with oar joys. 
Suddenly, death came aboard one day, aod 
startledus. He bore a body away from our 
company, and left her place vacant, as our 
warning. Her voyage was ended at its begin- 
ping, and her young child and her brother were 
left to pursue it without her. The cbild 
played with the locks of the cold forehead and 
turned even the dying breath to laughter. 


“Mother !” broke from lips that could not wake 
thedead. The brother, however, knew the 
whole at once, and poured out freely a brother’s 
heart. But what of the husband in California, 
when he shall have heard of the stroke that 
has left him desolate? God grant him com- 
fort equal to his sorrow. She died in Christ, 
may he meet her when he followsher. We left 
her at Acapulco, sweetly sleeping on the shore, 
——— break gently near by, and the 
cocoa its graceful shade

the defalcation of Henry Meiggs, has beep 
brought in the Twelfth District Court by B 
Davidson, the well known banker, against 
Alexander G. Dallas, formerly of the rich Eng. 
lish firm of Jardine, Matbewson & Co.,of Hong. 
kong. It seems that when Meiggs ran away, 
Davidson had a claim on the steamer Under. 
writer for $85,000, which he bad advanced to 
Meigys on the security of the vessel. When 
Mr. Davidson went to take possession of the 
steamer he found two other mea, A. Gilson and 
A. W. Macpherson, the defendant's agents, 
had already levied upon her, the former for 
$45,000 and the latter for $15,000. The two 
agreed that if Davidson would forego his claim 
they would execute to him indemnity bends in 
the sam of $100,000 each. These terms were 
accepted, and the bonds executed accordingly. 
When the steamer came to be sold however, 
it brought only $35,000, which Gelson and 
Macpherson agreed to§divide between them, 
pro rata, and Gelson cancelled his bond to the 
sheriff. The Supreme Court decided that the 
Underwriter belonged to Davidson, but in the 
mean time she had been sent to China by the 
purchaser, Mr. Parrott, and was out of the ju 
risdiction of the Court. The present suit is 
brought to recover on the indemnity bonds.

They 
are only valuable for the names they contain, 
and as those names, beleng t» the paper, and not 
the carrier, he ruled that the publishers of a 
newspaper have a right of property in the 
route-books, unless such a right is sold out ia 

such a manner as to give thecarriers an abso 


lute right iu the property. 


Hacks anp Cans.—The new ordinance in 
regard to hacks and cabs provides that the 
fare for a single person, for one mle, shall be 
one dollar, and fifty cents for each additional 
mile; for two persons, seventy five cents each 
the first, and thirty-seven cents for each subse- 
quent mile; for three persons, fifty cents each 
the first, and twenty-five cent each subsequent 
mile. Landing from the steamboat to any 
point east of Powell, south to Market, Third 
and Brannan street, and thence north to the 
Bay, is considered within a mile. Public hack-

ConcressionaL.—The Committee on Territo- 
ries have reported a relief bill for Kansas, 
which abrogates the acts passed by the pro- 
slavery Legislature and provides for a new 
election. The Indian Appropriation bill has 
been under discussion, one item of which is the 
setting aside of $700,000 for the pacification 
of the Indians in Oregon and Washington Ter- 
ritories. 

On the 2d, a resolution was adopted request + 
ing the Secretary of War to communicate cop- 
ies of all correspondenee not heretofore fur- 
nished relative to the proceedings of the Vigi- 
lance Committee of 1856. A bill was also 
introduced to establish the Department of Law 
for the General Government. The Superin- 
tendency of Indian Affairs has been separated 
from the office of Governor of Territories. ‘I'he 
House, on the 3lst of January, passed the bill 
making Minnesota a State by 98 to 74. A 
portion of the State, about ninety thousand 
square miles, is to be made into the Territory 
of Dacotah. A_bill to admit Oregon was also 
passed the same day. A bill appropriating 
$150,000 to build a steam revenue cutter pass- 
ed both branches of Congress. Mr. Hall, 
whose seat from the first Ohio Congressional 
District had bean contested by Mr. Clark, has 
been declared entitled to his seat. The new 
English treaty has been under consideration, 
ial was referred bagk on the 4th to the Com- 
mittee on Forei airs.

From w 
bas been thus briefly stated, it will, we think, be clearly 
understo.d that the foundation o every speci-scf in- 
st rance is the law of average, a d that the object of the 
«pplication of this knowledge, is to secure the benefit of 
the average to each individual!
